1. Relocation Assistance and Real Property Acquisition (Federally Assisted Programs).
This article is included in contracts under which the contractor constructs the facilities with
Federal funds and retains title to the facilities. The contractor agrees to comply with the
provisions of the Uniform Relocation Assistance and Real Property Acquisition Policies Act
of 1970 (42 U.S.C. § 4601, et seq.) and Department of Transportation regulations
(49 CFR Part 24) when the contractor acquires lands or interest in lands and will relocate
persons or personal property in connection with the construction and operation and
maintenance of project facilities. The charts included in Reclamation Manual Policy
PEC P10 specify which contract types require standard article 27.

Acquisition Policies Act of 1970 (84 Stat. 1894) and Department of Transportation regulations

(49 CFR Part 24).
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
